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CHIEF’S MESSAGE 
 2014 was a time of transition for the Bee Cave Police Department.  Chief 
Rusty Pancoast retired after seven years of service and it was my honor to have been 
selected to serve as the leader of this fine organization.  I believe my experience as Chief 
of Police in Boerne for twenty two years, a community similar to Bee Cave, and the 
support of the members of this organization, city leaders and the citizens of this great city 
have made that transition a successful one. 

 

 As you will see from this report the Bee Cave area continues to grow and 
with that growth comes an increased workload for city services, including law enforcement.  
Although our resident population may be a little more than 5,000, our daily service 
population far exceeds that number.   Traffic counts from the major state highways that 
traverse our city indicate more than 35,000 vehicles per day at many intersections, with 
that number increasing from past years.  Responding to accidents is one of our primary 
duties.  We were fortunate that none of the accidents in our city resulted in a fatality, 
although a fatal accident did occur less than one half mile from our city limits.  

  

 We have also increased our community outreach and educational efforts 
to include National Night Out block parties in two of our larger subdivisions, started a 
Facebook page to better inform the public about crimes in our city and other information 
helpful to the public.  We have continued our strong working relationship with area public 
safety agencies, with Bee Cave Galleria and The Shops at Bee Cave, and most 
importantly with Lake Travis Independent School District.  Many families move to Bee 
Cave so their children can attend school in L.T.I.S.D., and the safety of those children is at 
the top of our list of priorities. 

  

 Although our calls for service increased this year, our overall crime rate 
continues to be low.  Bee Cave is a target rich environment for property crimes such as 
theft and burglary of vehicle, but violent crime in our community is rare.  Residents and 
visitors feel safe. 

 

 We will continue to be highly selective in our hiring process, looking for 
officers whose integrity is unquestioned and who will be a good fit for our community. We 
hope this report is informative and helpful and we welcome your comments and ideas.  As 
we head into 2015, we will be celebrating the 10th anniversary of the Bee Cave Police 
Department and will continue our efforts to keep Bee Cave the utopia of central Texas. 

I close with “Apis Numquam Dormio”, from Latin this translates as “Bees Never Sleep,” a 
phrase we have adopted as our department motto.

This 

operation in conjunction with the Austin Police Department is a concerted effort by law enforcement to bring 

awareness and safety to the motoring public during one of the busiest travel seasons of the year.  Statistics will 

tell you that during the holidays, the odds of a traffic related crash and or a fatality are significantly greater than 

most other times during the year. This operation focused on enforcement of traffic laws by adding more overtime 

officers to the street, being visible, stopping violators and making traffic arrests when necessary. There were 3 

officers who participated in this operation over the Thanksgiving weekend. Sergeant G Navarro, Officers 

Hendricks and Reid handed in a significant number of statistics over this weekend and they truly did an incredible 

job. 

 

The City of Bee Cave and the police department participated in CPR training that certified each employee by the 

State. 

 

TX DPS spent many hours at the PD with Lieutenant Montez and Chief Miller conducting an intense audit of 

sensitive records that are required by TCOLE and TX DPS in order to maintain licensing. The audit was 

successful in that all records maintained by the PD are in order and properly filed according to TX DPS standards. 

 

The Bee Cave PD is now online with Facebook! The BCPD Facebook page is up and running and it is being used 

as a tool to keep the public aware and communicate with the community. 

 

The Bee Cave PD now has a new generator for the Police Department. Through the general budgeting process, 

the funds were approved in the 2013-2014 budget. The generator is capable of running the entire police 

department for many hours if electricity is out.
